HE catalog of the dog show does 

I not do justice to its subject.

Sound and Fury 
Te theatrical season in New York would hardly be 


complete without a row over “unclean” plays. This 
season’s row has led to the voluntary withdrawal (an- 
nounced but not yet in effect as we go to press) of the 
play that precipitated the agitation, from all accounts a 
very poor play as well as a smutty one. Superficially, 
therefore, the hubbub might seem to have been justified. 

But let’s not forget that without it the play would 
probably have died from malnutrition of the box office 
even before the date of its withdrawal. The way it 
picked up financially after the campaign of denunciation 
had got under way caused the more sophisticated observer 
to smell a press agent. Even now we are not persuaded 
that the hullabaloo wasn’t launched originally to give the 
play a boost which, thanks to the excited baying of the 
New York World, got out of hand. 

In the meantime, it has dumped us once more into the 
welcoming arms of the prudes and the censors. It has 
revived all the unintelligent hue and cry about cleanliness 
on the stage and threatened with the meddlesome inter- 
ference of cops and cranks not only the stupid bad plays, 
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about which nobody cares, but also some of the best plays 
ever produced in America. 

In this latter category are two plays that have helped 
make this one of the most distinguished theatrical seasons 
in New York’s history—*What Price Glory?” and “They 
Knew What They Wanted.” These plays deal in realism, 
rather startling realism, which gives them a strength and 
freshness altogether stimulating. But of course they do 
not meet with the approval of those who believe the func- 
tion of art is to cover up or lie about life. “What Price 
Glory?” which presents a cross section of life—and death 
as experienced by a company of marines at the front, 
came in for the frowns of certain volunteer censors (the 
erudite Mayor Hylan being one of them) at the beginning 
of its run, largely because its marines used the language, 
not of the Chautauqua platform but of marines. But such 
was the howl against this threat of interference with a 
production of real merit that the pompous objectors were 
glad to retire after the achievement of three minor dele- 
tions. Now, however, we may expect them to return to 
the attack. And in doing so they will probably enunciate 
some such principle as that put forth respecting literary 
censorship by the Clean Books League, namely that a 
play should be condemned and prohibited on the strength 
of a single passage, wholly ignoring the fact that what 
may be simply smut in one play in another may be a vital 
bit of realism that demands expression. 


Wat makes an “unclean” play? R. Dana Skinner 

says in the Commonweal, “A play may deal with 
stark and even repellent realities, and still in its treatment 
of them show the divine cleanliness of understanding, 
charity and justice—such a play of power and insight as, 
for example, “They Knew What They Wanted.’ Another 
play, dealing with the same realities, may never pass be- 
yond those realities, and in that case promptly sinks in a 
quagmire of filth and muddled thinking. Mr. Blank’s 
blank blank (we refuse to advertise it) is a typical instance 
of this.” 

Have you ever seen a more lucid explanation? 

The trouble is that censors never themselves possess 
the “divine cleanliness of understanding, charity and 
justice.” So how can we expect them to appreciate it in 
a play? And rather than let them stamp out, along with 
its puerilities, the few sparks of genius our native drama 
displays, wouldn’t it be better to put up with a little smut 
here and there? After all, exposure to smut ought to be a 
part of everyone’s education. For if we can only once 
get used to it, its abysmal stupidity will soon destroy its

Stock market forecasts cannot in 
these days be so confidently made as 
formerly. The number of individual 
securities and groups of securities 
has so greatly increased that opera- 
tors find advantage in taking up one 
group to-day and another group to- 
morrow. To-day rails may be the 
feature, to-morrow industrials, pub- 
lic utilities, oils, mining shares, or

Besides the large 
area of fruit growing land which it is selling to the 
public, or itself cultivating, the company owns 
extensive tracts of timber land. For definite late 
data of operations and earnings, you should assert 
your right as a stockholder and ask the association 
for a detailed report 

D., Newman, N. Y.: It appears to be a fact 
that Associated Pharmacists has proved to be a 
failure. This is no surprise to this Bureau. For 
years it has warned its readers of the weakness of 
the company. If the latter goes into bankruptcy 
stockholders are likely to get little or nothing. 
United Products Co. offers you and your twenty 
six associates, through exchange of stock and a 
small cash payment, the only chance of recovering 
anything. I have no knowledge of the strength or 
possibilities of United Products. Its letter to 
Pharmacists stockholders was apparently frank, 
but the concern’s future can not be certain and 
its stock is just a speculation at present. 

W., Lewissunc, Ps Banner Mining & Milling 
Co. of Silver City, Idaho, was incorporated in 
1920; capital stock $1,000,000, par $1. Advices 
at hand are not very recent. They state that 
some development work has been done, but 
mention no profits or dividends. The company 
controls twenty claims and the property is an old- 
time producer. On the strength of these data, 
the company is entitled to only a low rating. 

M., New York: The Marconi Wireless Tele- 
graph Co. of Canada has not been prosperous and 
has paid no dividends. It was decided lately to 
change the capital structure and it was planned 
that the parent company in England should 
come to the aid of the Canadian concern. The 
latter's shares are not desirable. The English 
Marconi Co. was prosperous and has been a 
liberal dividend payer. This company is doing a 
message transmission business which is profitable, 
but is not producing radio apparatus which other 
radios are doing. [| have no record of such a 
concern as the Gibson-Howell Co. There is a 
Gibson Manufacturing Co., which it is stated has 
refused to give out information. I therefore 
cannot answer your questions as to the Gibson 
Howell Co. There is no limit of time fixed by 
the law for the payment of accumulated dividends 
They need not be paid unless they are earned 
One prominent corporation is in arrears for eighteen 
years on its preferred and has only lately planned 
to settle.
